At thia time of year there are 
usually considerable losses. in 


cattle from Hemorrhagis Sep-- 


ticemie. This disease usually 
effects calves and younger 
feeder cattle, usually breaking 
out ae a result of shipping. 
changes of fced or extremes of 
weather. Calves which have 
just been weaned are more 
éusceptible to the disease than 
other cattle, 

The orgeniom causing the 
disease thrives in the soil, on 
various plants and in stagnant 
water. Thue it is ready to 
break out the moment animals 
lose condition for any of the 
reasons outlined above. 

The symptoms of the discase 
are recognized by a loss of ap- 
petite, loss of weight, tucked 
up abdomen and a bloody froth 
from the nose and mouth. In- 
flamed and sunken yes are 
usually noted. The infected ani- 
male usually stand with front 
legs spread, fH av.'. trambl- 
ing and labored bréa... 
also cvident. 

To meet the problem when 
shipping fever is prevalent cat- 


taking 
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tle should be vaccinated with 
two doses of hemorrhagic sep- 
ticemia bacterin, eight days 
apart. The last dose should be 
given about 10 days before 
shipping. The first vaccination 
can be made at weaning time. 

If amy animale contact the 
disease they should be isolated 
immediately and dosed with at 
least 100cc of anti-hemorrhagic 
serum, 

It must be remembered that 
vaccination using either bacter- 
in or antieserum has failed to 
protect in all cases.
